In front of the window make a 
shallow excavation, about a foot 
deep. 
The size must be figured 
carefully, so that a frame set in 
tIi's excavation can be covered by 
window or hot-bed sash. 
As in the 
case of other hot-beds, a glass sub­ 
stitute m a y be used on 'he sash, if 
desired.

What to sow in a hot-bed? 
Tile 
tender vegetables that need a long 
.season, such as tomatoes, peppers 
and eggplants, the hardier cab­ 
bage and cauliflower, a few- cucum­ 
bers or s u m m e r -quash in pi ts 
sunk into the earth so they m ay 
be transplanted readily, all m a y be 
started here.
